The RARS Portable Operating Group met on May 28, 2022 at Blue Jay Point County Park 
in northern Wake county to activate the Mountains to Sea Trail (K-8313), as part of the 
Parks on the Air (POTA) program. Attendees included over a dozen hams, some experi- 
enced and some new, who came to enjoy the mild May weather and HF propagation. 


Several hams generously brought their portable stations to share with participants. Icom was 
well-represented with an IC-718, IC-7300 and two 706’s present. Yaesu was also represent- 
ed with the FT-857, FT-757, and FT-817 rigs. Vertical antennas were the most popular with 
a variety of Chameleon, Wolf River Coils, and TNO7 antennas deployed. Deployment of an 
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end fed half wave antenna was attempted, but ultimately unsuccessful when after several at- 
tempts with an arborist throw line, a zip tie failed resulting in a pile of wire on the ground.

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Wes Schum, Amateur Radio’s Unsung Hero 


Book about Wes Schum and Amateur radio 

Title: Wes Schum, Amateur Radio’s Unsung Hero. 
Author: Dominic (Nick) Tusa. 

Published September 2021. 


WES SCHUM 


The story is about the life of Wes Schum. How he grew up and be- 


came interested in Single Side Band in Amateur radio. AMATEUR RADIO'S 
UNSUNG HERO 


The story starts out in Chicago, 1921 where he was born. He grew 
up during the depression. Here are a few interesting stories from his 
life. 


In 1933, he was 12 and got his dad to buy a rusty 1926 Jordan 4- 
door car for $10. The straight eight engine was locked up so Wes 
took on the job of rebuilding it. He also sanded and painted the car 
with a paintbrush. After all that work, it would not start. A friend of 
his father showed him that he did not have the sparkplug wires on 
the correct plugs. After that was fixed, it ran. His dad drove it for the 
next 10 years. After that, Wes started high school. Dominic (Nick) Tusa 


He was interested in radio and got his ham license in 1937. W9ZDK. 

He was a wiz at electronics and got a job at Cover Dual Signal systems around 1940. The company was 
making wartime products for the government. Wes was able to get the quality up so the contracts were 
kept. After the attack at Perl Harbor, the owner of the company got a deferment for Wes. He knew his 
company was dependent on Wes to keep things going. 


After the end of the war in 1945 when many men were being sent home, he was drafted. He was sta- 
tioned in Holabird Signal Depot in Baltimore, Maryland. He was going to be a prisoner interrogator most 
likely in Korea. Holabird’s base commander was going to give a speech to the men at the base’s parade 
grounds. He walked up to the microphone and just stood there. Someone realized he as being electro- 
cuted and knocked the microphone away from him. He collapsed and was carried off. The following 
Monday morning Wes requested a meeting the Colonel. It took three days before he was seen. He told 
the Colonel he could fix the problem with the microphone. In a week, he had the problem fixed. The 
Colonel checked it out and told Wes that the PA system has been giving him shocks for years and no one 
could fix it. After Wes fixed a few more things, he had a new job at the base. Running the base electron- 
ics shop. He was promoted from private to sergeant. He was out of the military by January 1947.

The first U.S. Patent for SSB was filed in December 1915. Telephone companies started using it in the 
1930s. Wes heard of university amateur radio clubs experimenting with single sideband. The first two 
way amateur sideband contact was made on 3970 kHz on September 21 1947 between two university 
clubs. By now 1949-1950 Wes was involved in manufacture of audio systems. He kept in contact with 
Colonel at Holabird of the Signal Depot in Baltimore. The Colonel had Wes contribute to the military as a 
training contactor. In June 1950, sixteen single side band systems were delivered to the military. The sys- 
tems probably were General Electric YRS-1. GE announced that system in 1948. Around this time, Ralph 
Hartley at Western Electric figured out how to do a balanced modulator by phase shifting the audio sig- 
nals by 90 degrees. It was a less costly method. 


SSB and Central Electronics. 


Wes built some equipment for SSB using the phasing method and used it on the air with friends. Wes 
and his wife decided to build SSB ham radio equipment in their basement. Central Electronics was born. 
Their first produces were Central Electronics model 10A Exciter and Model A Slicer. The slicer is a SSB de- 
modulator that worked at 455 KHz. It had to be connected to a receiver with that IF frequency. 


In the late 1940s and into the 1950s there were many articles in QST and CQ. Many hams did not like 
SSB. The book goes in to some details about that. 


Central electronics built a number of different pieces of equipment and did well for a number of years. 
But after a while they had cash flow problems. Zenith came to the rescue. They helped with current pro- 
jects and improving production lines. In 1962, Zenith at the time had over two hundred seventy million in 
annual sales. The management team of Zenith decided they did not need to be in the sideband radio 
business. In December of 1962 Wes was told SSB production was ending and he needed to find a new 
job. Zenith kept Central Electronics to do production and other work. Zenith would not sell any of the 
business back to Wes.
